Note For His 
Studies. 


USES MICE TO 
COMPILE DATA 


The experiments in chemistry of 
Dr J. Williard Hershey, a graduate 
of Gettysburg college and a frequent 
visitor to Adams county since grad­ 
uation. are creating national atten ­ 
tion and winning Dr. Hershey, who 


in head of the chemistry departm ent

Ka I usa s. national note in 
the field of science. 
His most recent bld for scientific 
fame is his experiments In m easur­ 
ing the few seconds when life ends 
when it is still possible to "come 
back." Mice have been used for the 
experiments. 
Doctor Hershey controls the life 
threads of his mice delicately bv 
placing them in a near-vacuum. Ai 
an air pressure about one-seventh 
that of normal the thread snaps, but 
not suddenly. 
Death—in the ordinary meaning— 
is indicated by the mouse’s ceasing 
to breathe. 
But as late as 30 sec­ 
onds after breathing has stopped 
the animal still can be brought back 
to life by putting him in fresh air. 
The come-back takes a long time. 
'tw o days for full restoration, and 
lit usually is several minutes before 
breathing can be seen to resume 
At an unidentified point between 
30 and 60 seconds the irreparable 
j break comes.
